Parents of school children living at the Altona Migrant Hostel tried to 
take positive action to alleviate alleged dangers and overcrowding associated 
with the school bus. Meetings were called following the death of a six-year-old 
boy who was run over by the back wkeels of the bus after jumping or falling 


from it in the hostel grounds last week. 


There are 140 school children at the hostel— 
88 of them attending primary schools in Williams- 
town, 28 the Seaholme State School and the balance 
are secondary school children. 


According to parents there Yesterday, Mr. Nichol, the 


has been only one bus call- 
ing for the Williamstown 
primary school children. 

When Mr. Joiner (proprie- 
tor of the Altona Bus Line 
which runs the school bus) 
was asked for his comments 
he said every day since the 
accident an officer of the 
Board has checked the load- 
ing of the 35 passenger bus 
and they are not carrying 
more than 56 to 58 children 
to Williamstown. Since they 
are only small children every 
child has been getting a seat 
in this bus. Two buses are 
not necessary. 

Last Friday parents ap- 
proached a different bus com- 
Pany with a request for two 
charter buses. The company 
submitted a quotation sub- 
ject to the Transport Regu- 
Jation Board approving of 
the buses running on the 
route.

| Will cost £5000 per year. 


£24,000 TOO MUCH 
FOR BUILDING 


“£24,000 is too much for the elderly citizens’ 
building, it seems to be to be double what is fair 
and reasonable,” said Cr. McNaughton at the last 
meeting of Werribee Council. 


This amount is the estimated cost of erecting 
a building which the Old Peoples Welfare Council 
of Victoria considers will provide the necessary 
facilities required for an elderly citizens’ centre. 


Recently a deputation from 
the Werribee Old Peoples 
Welfare Committee asked 
the council to consider rais- 
ing a loan of £15,000 to meet 
the cost of the centre. To 
cover the remaining £9000 the 
committee has £4500 in hand 
and « Government subsidy of 
£5000 is available. 

Cr. McNaughton pointed 
out that £24,000 was a quar- 
ter of the Shire’s annual in- 
come, Loans cost £20,000 
last year. the council has 
just finalised the borrowing 
of another £106,000 which 
He 
asked how far could the 
council go on _ borrowing 
when already £25,000 a quar- 
ter of the annual return is 
tied up. He suggested the 
council must not borrow 
more until they know exactly 
how much higher they are 
going to allow themselves be 
encumbered with interest 
charges and lean repayments. 
He felt £24,000 for the buitd- 
ing was way out and above 
what they could reasonably 
expect. He moved that the 
finance committee be reques- 
ted to prepxre a graph show- 
ing how borrowing and extra 
charges have increased. 

To borrow this money the 
council wold have to apply 
to have their borrowing 
power extended and Cr. 
Powell pointed out the coun- 
cil had two or three other 
{mportant matters which 
would require extra loan 
money. , 

Cr. Smith considered the 
council could afford the club 
and it was their duty to pro- 
vide the club. In their re- 
port to the council the com- 
mittee did not mention their 
plans for renayment of the 
foun which Cr. Smith thought 
should have been included. 
He did not think it would be 
difficult for the committee to 


repay £1000 per year. His 
ideas included substantial 
donations, a once a year 
raffle sueh as au car, block 
of land, ete. 





DRAINAGE SCHEME FOR L’TON 


Werribee Council‘does not approve of the 
Board of Works proposal to construct an open drain 
from Triholm Avenue to Skeleton Creek in Laverton. 


The Board informed the council the drain 
would have a bottom width of 10 feet, average depth 
of 4 feet and a top width of 30 feet. However, they 
inquired if the council would formulate a drainage 


scheme for the area. , 


The Shire Engineer, Mr. 
McCormack, said if it is nec- 
essary to drain the RAAF 
Station the Department of 
Works has Stated it would 
be compelled to construct an 
Open drain, Mr. McCormack 
‘considers this would be an 
unsightly dangerous mess. 
He seid if the couneil plan 
a drainage scheme for the 
area the Commonwealth 
would assess and pay a pro- 
portion of the cost, Existing 
18 inch pipes are useless and 
he wants a pipe of approxi- 
mately 6 feet diameter runn- 
ing from Triholme Avenue 
to the creek. 


Cr. B. Comben said new 
tarmacs and buildings had 
heen constructed on the RAAF 
Station with apparently no 
provision for the extra drain- 
age involved. He said during 
the last 12 months people 
north of the area had been 
flooded and now the southern 
area was as bad. He moved 
that the engineer be instruc- 
ted to prepare a drainage 
scheme and forward it to the 
appropriate Department for

Although a regular part of 
American politics, a televised 
campaign meeting has never 
previously been attempted in 
Austrailia, although Mr. Cal- 
well's policy speech was re- 
cently telecast. Liberal Party 
officials stress that the meet- 
ing will not be staged in any 
way for the benefit of the 
TV cameras. 

“Our view is that the cam- 
eras are merely invited 
guests,” a Party spokesman 
said. 

“The Prime Minister will 
be speaking to a public meet- 
ing in the Oakleigh elector- 
ate, and the TV cameras will 
merely ‘report’ this meeting.” 
- Viewers will be able to fol- 
tow fully any exchanges, 
humorous or otherwise be- 
tween the Prime Minister and 
interjectors. 

Much careful planning ‘has 
gone into the technical side 
of the OB to ensure that the 
TV cameras capture the true 
feeling of the meeting. 


R. T. POLLARD SPEAKS AT WERRIBEE 


The Hon. R. T. Pollard, endorsed. Australian 
Labor Party Candidate for Lalor in the forthcoming 
Federal Elections on November 30, speaking at his 
opening meeting at Werribee on November 12, said: 

“On October 25, Sir Robert Menzies informed 
the Parliament, which still had a life of 14 months 
to run, that it would be dissolved on October 31.

“This was an act of political cowardice un- 
parraifeled in the history of our National Parliament. 
The Prime Minister complained that on five oc-

“His majority of one, after 
the election of the Speaker, 
was too slender,” he explained. 

“Opposition attempts to de- 
feat the Government is a 
time honoured practice in 
every Parliament of the 
British Commonwealth and 
is evidence of the Opposi- 
tion's virility and vigtlance. 

“It is worthy of note that 
the Government was never 
the victim of an adverse vote 
in the Parliament. 

“The Opposition’s tactics 
in the House were identical 
with the tactics of the Men- 
Bies—Fadden Opposition in 
1941 and onwards when they 
were endeavouring to defeat 
the Curtin—Chifley Labor 
Governments in the most 
critical wartime period. 

“It is interesting to recol- 
lect that Mr. Curtin was for 
f time dependent on the sup- 
port of two independent Mem- 
bers and was confronted by 
an anti-Labor majority in 
the Senate.
